Tom, the modification could involve several changes. At the very least, the 
resistors controlling the meter reading would have to be changed. The 
diodes might have to be changed to respond more linearly at the lower power 
level. Finally, the current and voltage pickup sensors on the line might 
not be sensitive enough for the lower power and have to be changed. 


A caveat is that just changing the resistors may make the meter read higher 
on lower power input but that is no assurance that the higher readings are 
accurate. 


A better approach is to build or buy a meter designed for QRP power levels. 
I understand that the WM-2 is quite good. I use the Steve Weber ("Melt 
Solder") digital wattmeter, but I don't think his kit is available any 
longer.

George Heron posted to the list about his giving away several NorCal 
Doublet antenna kits at the NJ QRP meeting Saturday. A neat way to say 
Trick or Treat, George!! Several have emailed and asked about the 
construction details so here it is guys. 


The NorCal Doublet evolved from work done on the St. Louis Doublet designed 
by my good friend Dave Gauding, NFOR. His work was the inspiration for my 
efforts. Thanks Dave. It is designed to satisfy the following criteria. 


1 It must be capable of making casual contacts, or qrp contest type qsos. 
2. It must be cheap. 

3. It must be light weight. 

4. It is designed to be used with the SD20 fiberglass telescoping pole, 


one of the goals is to NOT bend the top section over. 
5. It must be multiband. 

6. Use of a tuner is ok (I use a ZM-2) 

7. It must be deployable in less than 5 minutes. 

8 It must tear down in less than 5 minutes. 


This antenna is NOT: 

The end all to all antennas. While it may be used as a home station 
antenna, (I am presently using one version cut for 20 meters), it is mainly 
a portable or "in the field" type of antenna. There are certainly a lot 
better antennas out there, but none of them meet my criteria as well as the 
NorCal Doublet. I know that regular ladder line is superior to the ribbon 
cable, but it is nowhere nearly as light and managable. 


Ok back to the antenna. I looked at Dave's original article in QRPp, and 
decided that you didn't have to use magnet wire for the dipole portion as 
Dave did. If you had a 50 or 60 foot piece of ribbon cable, you could 
eliminate the connection of the magnet wire to the ribbon cable!! That 
takes out a weak point, the soldered connections. I also remembered the 
antenna that Jim Cates, WA6GER, told me that he made out of zip cord back 
in the early 70's. So, I got a piece of ribbon cable 50 feet long and did 
the following: 


1. I separated two conductors from the cable, and had a two conductor 
strand that was 50 feet long. 


2. I measured 26 feet and marked with a marker. 
3. I then took one nylon cable tie, put it through the eye of a small 


fishing snap swivel, and then tighten it around the cable. This would 
become the center support of the doublet. I would use the snap to hook to 


the eye at the top of the SD20 fiberglass fishing pole. 


4. Next, I split the two strands to the 26 ft. mark and the nylon cable 
tie. (It not only attaches the snap swivel, it also keeps the cable from 
splitting farther.) I now have a NorCal Doublet with two 26 ft. legs, and 
a 

24 ft. feedline of 2 conductor ribbon cable that acts as twin lead. 


5. I attach a ten ft. piece of heavy string, actually it is nylon cord, to 
each end of the legs. I use 20 penney nails as anchors if there is nothing 
to tie off the Doublet to. 


6. The last thing is to attach the feedline to my ZM-2 Tuner and I am 
ready to rock and roll on 10 - 40 meters. 


Now for the cost. 


100 ft. of 10 conductor ribbon cable from Mouser 
Mouser #571-1570403 $9.36 (Enough material to make 10 antennas) 


Ribbon Cable - $.94 
Nylon Cable Tie - $.02 
Snap Swivel - $.25 

20 Ft. Nylon Cord - $.02 
2 #20 Nails - $.05 


Total cost of antenna: $1.28 !! 


How does it work? Well, I have about 150 qso's on my NorCal Doublet cut 
for 20 meters (legs are 16.5' long) and it has served me very, very well. 
I 

have worked 40 states, 3 DX countries, and have been able to hold a 
frequency and call CQ in three different qrp contests using the NC20 and 
running 5 watts. 


I encourage you to give it a try and let me know how it works for you. If 
you think of improvements, please share with us. Enjoy, 72, Doug, KI6DS

All, 


Stuart is 100% correct. The original STA was specifically targeted for 
testing the 80M NVIS/40M propagation issue. 


In addition to being a rabid QRP'er (!), I am also the Section Emergency 
Coordinator for the Georgia Section ARES. Georgia is the physically 
largest state east of the Mississippi River. Our major statewide threat 
(beyond bad guys named Osama and interlopers on 10M) is the possibility of 
a hurricane striking the Georgia coast. Savannah, GA is a significant 
population center, much which would be evacuated in the event of hurricane 
into Red Cross shelters throughout the state. In addition, the NFL EMA 
plan is to evacuate Jacksonville, FL into shelters in Georgia. 


We have a real communications problem, because Savannah is 250+ miles away 
from all of the state emergency management infrastructure. This poses 
quite a communications challenge, particularly, during daylight hours in 
the summer months when the hurricane threat is greatest. 


I, for one, see the 60M band as helping with this problem, greatly. Does 
this mean I'm not personally in favor of band plans, no not really. I'd 
love to have a quiet place to have a chat. I've also personally observed 
that bandplans do seem to inject a certain discipline to routine 
operations--something valuable in the event of emergency. 


It's been said in a lot of places, but the simple reality is, we get to 
keep our amateur radio bands because of our perceived value to the 

public. Radio spectrum is an EXTREMELY precious and limited 

resource. FEMA, in particular, and agencies that it coordinates, looks 
directly at amateur radio for it's value in times of emergency--that is, 
"homeland defense" to use a somewhat overloaded phrase. Although we'd like 
to think of amateur radio as a right, it is not--it is a privilege, and one 
that comes with responsibility. 


Personally, I'd love to recruit every single one of you as a member of the 
organized Amateur Radio Emergency Service--but it simply does not work that 
way. However, I know from personal experience that my rabid participation 
in QRP activities has made me a much better operator (I would have never 
put up an 80M loop were it not for my QRP buddies, and from my experience 
with my own loop, we put one up at the GA EMA State Operations Center in 
Atlanta, reducing a 40dB over 9 noise level down to S7, with commensurate 
increase in S/N). 


So with all that being said, have a GREAT time with your Field Days this 
weekend. You may forget how important what you are doing is to the general 
public, but I won't. Be rabid about it. Have 

fun. Learn. Experiment. Every little bit contributes back, one way or 
another--either through you personally, or through someone you mentor.

Interestingly, When 
i was in the Coast Guard we would operate navigation 
radar on the lake around 10cm. You could actually see 
the propagation on salty days. The microwaves would 
actually propagate over the visual horizon and paint 
the shoreline 20 miles away. On a freshwater day it 
would only paint targets about 7 miles. Since we don't 
have mountains this is the next best thing to mountain 
topping.

I just came back from a short vacation in 
Chincoteague, VA. I took my trusty Wilderness Radio Sierra, ZM-2, and 
antennas. 

We stayed at a motor inn right on the water. I also made sure the 
building was made of wood. I used both an indoor doublet and indoor 
random wires as antennas. 


Chincoteague is an island with plenty of salt water all around. 


I was able to work Belgium on 17 meters using 1 watt out. On 20 meters, 
I worked Portugal using 1 watt out. We were in a third floor room about 


35 ft. above sea level. 


Some years ago when I lived on the south shore of Long Island, NY many 
hams worked ten meter ground wave, over the Atlantic Ocean, to NJ. The 
distances, in many cases, were in excess 50 to 75 miles. Power levels 
were typically 25 to 100 watts input. Some times contacts were made with 
southern 

Connecticut from the south shore of LI. This path was partially over 
land. LI is approximately 20 miles wide. Therefore, the first 20 miles 
was over land then the next 20 or so miles was over LI Sound to 
Connecticut.
